After the proclamation of 1858, the Queen’s 
proclamation of the assumption of the title of Empress of 
India, the speech of the Viceroy and the Empress’s telegram 
are an invaluable sanad for us. We should never lose sight 
of their contents. We have always regarded the proclamation 
of 1858 as honest and sincere, and reposed an absolute reliance 
on the pledges of the Queen. Our constant endeavours to 
‘assert them and demand their fulfilment are a manifest 
argument of our unqualified trust in the words of the Queen.
